and consequently much of Kirk's later work was de¬ 
voted to horticultural problems, and in particular, 
experiments in biological control of insect pests in 
New Zealand. Kirk died on 19 May 1936.

INTRODUCTION 


Scope of tiie Bibliography 

The object of the compiler has been to add to 
the bibliographic material available in one sec¬ 
tor of the field of oceanography in New Zealand. 

The field has been restricted to a consideration 
of works on marine zoology from 1769, the year 
of Cook’s first voyage of exploration in New 
Zealand waters, to 1899. Papers on birds or the 
predominantly freshwater fishes such as salmon 
and trout have been omitted. Reference* to 
fisheries in general, such as are found in New 
Zealand Marine Department annual reports have 
been included. Among the references to Mol- 
lusca, some referring to terrestrial or fossil 
molluscs may still be included where they occur 
in papers with general titles which have not 
been available for checking. 

No item appears which does not refer to New 
Zealand material, even if only casually, but the 
listing is not entirely comprehensive as a full 
search of some relevant United Kingdom and 
other European journals has not been possible. 

Geographically, the area dealt with includes 
the Snares, Auckland, Campbell, Bounty, Anti¬ 
podes and Chatham Islands. The Kcrmadecs 
region is not included. 

Form of Entry 

As a number of the articles listed could not be 
seen, the entries were taken from other biblio¬ 
graphies, with consecjuent variation in the 
amount and nature of the information given. Of 
the 796 entries presented here the original article 
has been seen and checked for 674. It has been 
attempted in the case of monographic works to 
give the pagination, publisher and place of pub¬ 
lication but this has not always been possible. 
Plates arc mentioned where the bibliography 
used mentions them, and where the work was 
seen. Roman figures have been avoided except to 
indicate pagination extra to the main body of 
the work. The compiler encountered some diffi¬ 
culties in sorting out “II” and “II” in many 
bibliographical works used. 

Dates of publication have presented a source 


of inconsistency, some of the scientific serials 
involved being issued in parts, while the com¬ 
plete volume appeared the following 5 ear. For 
example, the Transactions and Proceedings of 
the Nen‘ Zealand Institute 1868 v;a« published 
in 1869, and references citing either of these 
years will be found in bibliographies. The dates 
taken for this bibliography are the dates of pub¬ 
lication of the complete volume. For the benefit 
of systematic Zoologists, entries for the three 
journals, Trans. Proc. N.Z. Inst.j Proc. Linn. 
Hoc. AUV.IF., and Pap. Proc. Roy. Soc. Tasmania 
have been extended to indicate in parenthesis 
following the volume number, the year to which 
the particular volume relates. Dates for articles 
cited in the Zoological Record were given as the 
year for that issue of the Zoological Record 
unless a different year was given in the citation. 

File entries arc arranged alphabetically by 
author, then chronologically by date of that 
author’s works, and finally alphabetically by 
title under date. This gives one major list. A 
subject index has been compiled referring to 
entries by number only. Original spelling (often 
variable) and punctuation has been adhered to, 
but capitalisation of initial letters has been 
standardised to conform with modern practice. 
Initials only have been used after authors’ sur¬ 
names. Names beginning with Von, Van and De 
have been listed under the name proper (with 
a cross reference from the first part of the name). 
This has been done because it was found in 
many cases such authors were referred to by 
their colleagues by their proper names only, 
and this was the practice adopted in the Cata¬ 
logue of the British Museum (Natural History). 
Titles of authors have been omitted. 

Abbreviations used for serial publications 
were taken from Smith’s World list of scientific 
Periodicals. In a few cases where variable cita¬ 
tions were given to the compiler by subject 
specialists, and where the serial concerned could 
not be identified in the World List, abbrevia¬ 
tions used are in the form in which they were 
received. 
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Titles in square brackets indicate articles with¬ 
out proper titles. In the Proceedings of the 
Institutes of Auckland, Wellington, Canterbury, 
Otago, etc., which are bound in with the Trans¬ 
actions and Proceedings of the N.Z. Institute, 
with continuous pagination, many reports ap¬ 
pear of papers discussed at the monthly meetings, 
and of specimens presented for inspection. En¬ 
tries have not been made in cases of papers read 
by title only, but where anything of importance 
was added, or new material presented, entries 
have been made, using square brackets for the 
title.

The major sources for checking references 
cited in short form only were: Proceedings of 
the Zoological Society of London, Journal of the 
Linnean Society of London (Zoology), and 
Annals and Magazine of Natural History. Many 
other works, including a number of expedition 
reports, were scanned for proper entry or to 
check the relevance of the material. The Gazette 
of the provincial governments of Auckland, Wel¬ 
lington, Canterbury and Otago were searched 
through their indexes only, but no relevant 
material was found. 

Major systematic works on the New Zealand 
fauna (i.e., Suter’s Manual of the N.Z. Mol¬ 
lusca, Hutton’s Index Faunae Novae Zealandiae, 
Phillipps’ Bibliography of N.Z. Fishes and 
Chilton and Bennett’s revision of the Crustacea 
Brachyura), were found particularly difficult to 
deal with, as their synonymies list (in very 
abbreviated form) many hundreds of articles or 
monographic works which may or may not deal 
with New Zealand material. An effort has been 
made to check as many of these as appeared 
relevant. In cases where the actual work could 
not be seen, the reference was omitted, as it was 
not considered desirable to risk an extensive 
inclusion of irrelevant material. 

Abbreviated Entries 

Full entries are given below for the Chal¬ 
lenger Reports and the Appendices to the 
Journals of the House of Representatives (both 
of which appeared many times and abbreviation 
seemed desirable) , and for McCoy’s Prodromus 
of the Zoology of Victoria, which was usually 
found cited as a periodical although publication 
ceased after vol. 2, decade 20.
